SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY AND OE THE ENVIRONMENT 
SECURITY AND CO-OPERATION IN THE MEDITERRANEAN 
CO-OPERATION IN HUMANITARIAN AND OTHER EIELDS 
EOLLOW-UP TO THE CONEERENCE 

OTHER SUBSIDIARY WORKING BODIES MAY BE SET UP TO 
DEAL WITH SPECIEIC QUESTIONS. 
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3. THE SUBSIDIARY WORKING BODIES WILL DEAL WITH ALL 
ASPECTS OP ITEM 4 OP THE AGENDA IN AN ORGANIZED 

WAY IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE STRUCTRUE AND SEQUENCE OF THE 
PINAL ACT. THEY WILL BE GUIDED IN THEIR WORK BY THE 
PLENARY AND WILL REPORT TO THE LATTER. 

4. THE DISCUSSION UNDER ITEM 4 OP THE AGENDA WILL BEGIN 
WITH A GENERAL DEBATE IN THE PLENARY POR THE PURPOSE OP

THE NON-PARTICIPATING MEDITERRANEAN STATES WILL BE 
INVITED TO MAKE THEIR CONTRIBUTIONS IN THE PLENARY

IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE RELEVANT DECISION TAKEN BY THE 
PREPARATORY MEETING. THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY SHALL 
TRANSMIT INVITATIONS TO THESE STATES AND, AETER 
CONSULTATION WITH THEM, PROPOSE TO THE PLENARY THE DATE 
EOR THEIR CONTRIBUTIONS TO TAKE PLACE DURING THE THIRD 
WEEK OF THE MEETING. 

6. MEETINGS OE THE PLENARY AND THE SUBSIDIARY WORKING 
BODIES WILL BE HELD ACCORDING TO THE WORKING PROGRAMME 
ATTACHED TO THIS DOCUMENT AS ANNEX 1. THE SUBSEQUENT 
WORKING PROGRAMMES SHALL REFLECT THE RHYTHM OF WORK OF 
THE LAST TWO WEEKS OF THE ANNEXED WORKING PROGRAMME, 
TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THE PROGRESS MADE BY THE VARIOUS 
WORKING BODIES. 

7. THE RULES OF PROCEDURE, THE WORKING METHODS AND THE 
SCALE OF DISTRIBUTION FOR THE EXPENSES OF THE CSCE WILL, 
MUTATIS MUTANDIS, BE APPLIED TO THE MEETING. 

8. IN CONFORMITY WITH THE RULES OF PROCEDURES, THE 
GOVERNMENT OF YUGOSLAVIA HAS DESIGNATED THE EXECUTIVE 
SECRETARY AND THIS DESIGNATION HAS BEEN AGREED TO BY 
THE PARTICIPATING STATES. 

9. THE OPENING STATEMENTS UNDER AGENDA ITEM 2 WILL 

BE MADE IN THE FOLLOWING ORDER: THE 
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STATEMENTS, AS A RULE, SHOULD NOT EXCEED 30 MINUTES 
PER SPEAKER. 

10. THE CLOSING STATEMENTS UNDER AGENDA ITEM 8 WILL 

BE MADE IN THE FOLLOWING ORDER: THE 
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STATEMENTS, AS A RULE, SHOULD NOT EXCEED 20 
MINUTES PER SPEAKER. 

1 1 . THE CHAIR AT THE OPENING AND CLOSING PLENARY MEETINGS 

SHALL BE TAKEN BY THE REPRESENTATIVE OF YUGOSLAVIA. 
AFTER THE OPENING MEETING THE CHAIR SHALL BE TAKEN IN 
DAILY ROTATION, IN FRENCH ALPHABETICAL ORDER, STARTING 
WITH THE REPRESENTATIVE OF 

12. THE MEETING SHALL BE OPENED ON 27 SEPTEMBER 1977 AT 
1 1:00 A.M. THE SUBSIDIARY WORKING BODIES WILL ENDEAVOR 
TO COMPLETE THEIR WORK BY 3 DECEMBER 1977 IN ORDER TO 
GIVE THE PLENARY ENOUGH TIME TO DRAFT THE CONCLUDING 
DOCUMENT. ALL EFFORT SHOULD BE MADE IN ORDER TO HAVE 
THE CONCLUDING DOCUMENT AGREED UPON NOT LATER THAN 
15 DECEMBER 1977. IF BY THAT DATE THE MEETING HAS NOT 
FULFILLED ITS TASK, IT CONTINUES ON A WEEKLY BASIS.
